MADE GOOD IN WAR 


What the U. S. Employment Service 
Accomplished Affords Measure 
of Appreciation

(B y United Press.) 
Washington, Dec. 10.—What the, 
United States 
employment 
service 
has accomplished in its existence of 
less than a year as a war oiganiza- 
tion, entrusted with the gigantic task 
of furnishing the nation's labor sup­ 
ply, affords some measure of appre­ 
ciating the magnitude of the effort 
this country 
made in 
winning 
the 
war. 
Shij>s, con!, food, munitions, 
ali 
were needed in vast quantity and at 
once. 
The manpower jaf the natoon 
had 
been 
depleted 
considerably 
through enlistment and the 
draft, 
before the service actually was or 
ganized. 
All 
kinds of 
industries 
were 
crying 
for 
help. 
Fanners 
needed men to raise the great crops 
that must feed America and the al 
lies, and factories needed 
men 
to 
build the grea't guns that 
were 
to 
blast the foe out of France. 
Last spring, ships were perhaps 
the most immediate 
need. 
There 
were rather less than 100,000 ship­ 
builders in the country; and 4 times 
that number were needed 
at 
the 
¡tart. 
•Carpenters, blacksmiths, and oth­ 
er craftsmen who had 
had 
experi­ 
ence along lines somewhat similar to 
the building of ships were brought 
into the work, and the ships were fl* 
nished. 
The task of training these 
men for the highly specialized jolw 
of shipyard work was not small, but 
they were rounded up by 
the 
em­ 
ployment service and the 
training 
began. 
" Farm labor was the next 
really 
big problem. 
The farm 
labor 
or­ 
ganization of the employment serv­ 
ice recruited an army from 
every­ 
where and nowhere, 
it 
took 
old 
men who in the ordinary course of 
events would have taken no part in 
the harvest biA who to show’ 
their 
patriotic 
devotion to 
the 
nation, 
gladly returned to the harvest fields. 
It took boys of high school age, and 
they gave the finest kind of volun-.* 
tnrv service. 
It took ministers, law-; 
vers, clerks, 
vacationists 
of 
air 
kinds who were glad of the chancy 
to get into the country, gain recrea­ 
tion, and make 
money, 
ineanwhije 
doing a highly effective work in tjbq 
solution of the war labor program;- 
The harvest army moved rfteadily 
northward, once it was 
organize^ 
early in the season, and 
the gregt* 
American wheat licit 
was 
covered 
thoroughly. 
Canada’s wheat 
was 
saved, and later the great army of 
migratory workers moved back into 
the iSHaJtes to gather the corn 
crop. 
The army was not, of course, 
held 
intact all season; its makeup fluc­ 
tuated widely from week 
to 
week 
and day to day. 
But the ranks were 
always kept closed, and «it made its 
way Readily onward to victory. 
The munitions shortage was 
al­ 


ways at hand. 
Army construction 
jobs always needed men. 
Skilled 
and unskilled workmen alike were in 
constant demand. 
The employment service found the 
men for th*- .*>0,000 job- that simply 
had io be done, and munitions never 
was 
halted 
for 
any 
appreciable 
time. 
Coal was another 
serious 
need. 
Here the employment service did one 
of its best pieces of work. 
It locat­ 
ed former miners, scattered through 
out the country, and 
induced 
them 
ro return to their old jobs in the 
mines until the nation's 
w*ar-time 
fuel needs were satisfied.

■ tertive society. 
This society 
pro- 
[ motes the building of 
better 
high­ 
ways throughout the country, with-| 
out advocating use of any patented 
paving materials. 
During the war highway building 
practically 
came 
to a 
standstill 
I throughout the 
country. 
'Even if 
the government had not placed a ban 
on the use of labor and materials for 
highway work, except ui>on 
roads 
used in war work, the rising cost of 
lat>or and materials 
would 
bave 
stopped the work. 
A good, 16-foot, concrete highway 
la*fore the war cost from $13,000 to 
$15,000 to build. 
By the time the 
war industries board was ready to 
stop most highway work the 
cost 
had risen to nearly or quite double 
these sums. 
The extent to which needed high­ 
way improvements 
will be 
carried 
out during the two years following 
i»egmmng of demobilization will di 
pend largely upon what

legislatures do this winter.

started for the great plains country 
in “covered wagons”, often taking 
along in one or more

bride, the dog, and all the household 
possessions. 
The prairie was hard and unbrok­ 
en in the land 
where 
the

nought his new’ home.

little danger of even Ylie narow-tired 
wagons, heavily laden as they were, 
being mired or blocked in the road. 
When one wagon track became too 
deeply 
rutted 
the 
traffic 
simply 
moved over a few yards 
and

Thus the 
old Santa iFe trail and other high 
ways of the prarie pioneers became 
wide strips of deeply rutted tracks 
often covering a quarter of a mile in 
width.

row road. The whole valley was a 
road. 


Railroads -were scarce or entirely 


lacking dn the West. 
Demobilized 


soldiers, lured by !thc government's 
liberality dn giving 
away farms, 


started for the great plains country 
in "covered: wagons", often taking 
along in one or more wagons the 
bride, the dog, and all the household 
possessions. 


The prairie was hard and unbrok- 


en in the land 
where the 
soldier 


sought his new home. There 
was 


little danger of even 'the narow-tired 
wagons, heavily laden as they were, 
being mired or blocked in the road. 
When one wagon track became too 
deeply rutted 
the 
traffic simply 


moved over a few yards

abandoned ruts and nodded the way 
to (the long, weary trains of "mov- 
ers" that "followed the course of the 
day". 


Wagon freighting from town to 


:town in 'the 
newly settled plains 


country became a great and pictur- 
esque business. 
Always the trains 


of "covered wagons" crawled across 
the praries, loaded down with buffa- 
lo meats, hides, and supplies. 


The new "covered wagons" of the 


new reconstruction period a^lso will 
travel in trains, and will carry loads 
many times heavier than !the loads 
the horses and mules of the western 
wagoner used to haul. The motor 
trucks that arc to do so much of the 
freighting of this period are going 
to be severe a tesft of road building. 
Only roads that can vie with the Ap- 
pian Way of 
ancient Rome can 


stand up under the wear and tear of 
big trucks carrying five or more tons 
and traveling at a speed tof the 70's 
gasp with wonder. 


Early day wagon freighting was 


necessary because of 
absence of 


railroads, and it disappeared as an 
industry when the railroads were ex- 
tended. 
The 
revival 
of 
wagon 


freighting d's due to inability of the 
railroads to keep up w&h expansion 
of industry, and the rapid improve- 
ment of gasoline-propelled vehicles. 
The motorized wagon has developed 
such speed and carrying 
capacity 


that it is overhauling the steam train 
to a considerable extent. 


The community that does not im- 


prove its highways rto nieet the de- 
mands of 'the revival of overland 
freighting will 'And itself out of the 
way of traffle, even as did the towns 
and villages that failed to get rail- 
road connections in the days of rail- 
road (building after ithe civil war.
